25 Trip for Sl.OO. the Wildflower Excursion 
takes you a little over fifty-seven miles due west into 
the Rockies from Colorado Springs; thru Colorado 
City and Manitou; up historic Ute Pass; around the 
pine-covered east and north slopes of Pike's Peak to 
Summit of Harden Divide at an alti- 
tude of 9,198 feet; down Florissant 
Canon, by Lake George, up Granite 
Canon and into the South Park. 
Magnificent view of over 200 miles 
of the treat Continental Divide; the 
Collegiate Range, Mts. Yale. Prince- 
ton and Harvard ; the Mosquito 
Range, Mts. Lincoln and Quandary : 
Gray's, Evans' and Torrcy's Peaks, 
all from 14.187 to 14.375 feet above 
sea level. The regular fare for this 
trip on other trains is $4.25.
